Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 4.—The ex- 


plosion of a traction engine on Mis- 
souri street today injured the driver, 
John O'Donnell, badly Jjruijed Charles 
Emery and damaged three houses. 


O'Donnell was sent to the city hos- 


pital where his injuries may prove fatal. 
He was severely bruised and cut about 
the head. 
Emery, who was knocked 


down by the explosion, was able to go 
to his home after being treated by a 
physician. 


The two men were in charge of a 


traction engine which was being taken 
to Shelby street and the union tracks. 
O'Donnell was in the cab of the engine 
and Emery was walking about forty 
feet in advance. Suddenly there was a 
loud explosion and a rush of steam. 
O'Donnell was thrown backward about 
125 feet and rolled along the street. He 
was unconscious when picked up by the 
men in the police emergency machine. 
The explosion* threw Emery forward. 
He sustained painful bruises in rolling 
over on the ground. 


The cause of the explosion has not 


vet been definitely ascertained.

He has made 
eome overtures since he was locked up 
to get ft settlement but was unable to 
do- so. 


Albert E. Thomas, former prosecutor, 


represented the wife in the proceedings 
and conducted the case for the state and 
did it vigorously, as both he snd Prose- 
cutor Harry Hilgeraaim have been anx- 
ious to get a conviction and a prison 
sentence with the hope of restraining 
negligent husbands. 


The conviction is the first of its kind 


in which the sentence has been imposed.

I -wanted to find out by the closest 


personal observation, in order that 
might tell American readers about it, 
how these army dare devila act in'the 
air, how they spy out things a thousand 
feet below them on the earth—in a 
word, WHAT IT MEANS TO BE A 
SOLDIER OF THE BLUE HEAVENS 


But before I write of my flight in the 


French army aeroplane, let me tell about 
this remarkable soldier—Henri Bregi. 


All France has lately rung with his 


exploits. During the recent maneuvers 
when the great'French army was di 
vidcd into Blues and Reds, Bregi re 
turned after a flight one morning am 
said to General Uubois: 


"General Marion of the Red army am

can guns popping at him. vainly, and 
within a few days the French soldiers 
were relieved. Their general had not 
know of their plight until Bregi told 
his story.

taxicab. 


"Crawl in," he said to me from his 


perch. 
I took the chair-like seat in 


front of him. P,ight before me was 
the huge propellef. 
A mechanician gave 


it a turn. \Ve started to move slowly 
the plane jolted slightly over the field 


and presto—we were a hundred feet in 
the air. 


The 
100 horse-power 
engine 
was 


whirling the propeller so rapidly that 
I couldn't see the blades. We rose to 
4,000 feet. 
The wind was terrific.

wondered how the.turning would feel. 


Suddenly the earth below us rocked 


crazily. Bregi and I and the aeroplane 
appeared to be the only level things in 
the universe. Just when it looked as 
if the whole earth had tipped up and 
that the houses in the city of Versailles 
beneath us would slip off into the west 
with the Betting sun, everything became 
steady again. 


I turned to look at Bregi. There the 


soldier sat, leaning back in his chair 
like a man in a Morris chair, smiling. 


I looked along the planes that were 


holding us aloft. They were quivering 
The network of wires was singing in th( 
wind. Everything was vibrating intense 
y. Only the utmost energy was keep 
ng us afloat.' It was not the flight o 
i bird, but a battle with the atmos 
phere. 


Bregi slacked the engine and we sli 


down in rapid 
volplanes.

the propeller.

The seen 
ery skidded. At an alarming angle th 
landscape rushed upward at us. I wa 
enjoying one of Bregi's famous spira 
volplanes. My insides were askew. The 
came the gentle jolt of the wheels o 
the turf.

He will sit in a 
aeroplane behind a machine gun tha 
fires 400 shots a minute, aiming his gu 
at objects below him, no matter " 
CTfizily the earth is rocking. 


The aeroplane is now being built. I 


will carry two tons. In it will be th 
pilot, two machine guns, two gun opera 
tors and several hundred pounds of am 
munition. 


Within an hour they could kill a 


army. 
They might throw a pall 


death over an entire city, falling alik 
on soldiers and women,"on forts, ho 
pitals and peaceful homes.

Cleaning of fino " lace is an operation 


demanding a degree of minute care, and

Lace is so much 
worn at the present time that it may 
not be out of place to give a few hints 
upon the cleaning of it.

The best manner is to cover 
a bottle with 'a white linen cloth, and 
wind the lace round and round it, se-

Lay 
the bottle in a strong, hot lather made 
with soap jelly and leave it for a night.

interesting being than William Legg, 
engineer's storekeeper on the mammoth 
vessel, who has followed th« sea for 
pver thirty years .The fact that Mr. 
I*gg had with 
him on the Olympic 


lafely guarded under a glass case, a 
real bonafide mermaid, was only the 
least of the interesting things about the 
juan. 


While he was lighthouse keeper ou 


the Steep Island lighthouse, off the Chi- 
nese coast, about 150 miles from Shang- 
hai, Mr. Legg picked up on the after- 
noon of September 2, 1902, a living mer- 
maid. The mermaid had been flung 01 
the rocks and 
was still 
alive when 


picked up by Mr. Legg. The body be- 
low the waist was that of a fish with a 
En on the back and one on the stomach' 
ind a double finned tail. The body was 
of a dark greenish blue without scales 
while the head and shoulders were of 
the regulation human flesh. The mer- 
maid was about 
24 inches long and 


pmitted a whining sound before it died, 
death being caused by a laceration in 
the throat where it had been flung on 
^ sharp rock projection. 


Chinese by Persuasion. 


"As you see by the stuffed body," said 


Mr. Legg, "the mermaid had a perfect 
face, slightly Chinese in cast. Her hair 
Was brown as some of the hair still 
Ihows, although most of it had been 
turned white by the action of the adds 
used in preserving the body. The Chi- 
nese fishermen told me that they had 
very often seen these mermaids, which 
'they called 'vitchcs,' and have heard 
them making their peculiar whining 
noise on the shores at night. 
These 


mermaid do not live in tho water, but 
between the crevices of the rocks on 
the Chinese coast, going into deep wator 


. pnly -for an occasional swim." 


The body of tho mermaid as it re- 


clined under the glass case in Mr. Legg's 
j-oom on the White Star liner Olympic, 
ihowed a perfect human head, with hair 
probably four inches long, part of it 
white and part brown. .

Are Now Hurling Their Victorious Legions Against Ottomans

' "On to Constantinople!" is the cry of 
Ihe Balkan allies, who have entered on 
i war to the death against- Turkey, 
|heir ancient foe. And well might this 
Veaf city be the bone of contention of 
fetlon*. For tee Wight of the "un- 
Ifceakaile Turk" has checked, for more 
t.an Jour centuries, the 
progress of 


vhat should be the first and fairest 
ci-.y of Europe—or of the world. 
,clnstantinople, of • glorious history, 
siilated in the finest climate in the 
wtld. in the best strategic position of 
si city of Europe or Asia, which might 
dlninate the commerce and the naval 
finaments of two continents, languishes 


the hands of barbarians. 
'The day the Turk leaves Constanti- 
ipie. there will be more opportunities 
r big enterprises than in any city the 
;n shines on. 
The western promoter who comes here 
is his mouth water at. everything he 
:es. In no place on cSrth arc there 


many neglected 
opportunities, vet 


there is no use trying to accomplish 
anything: under the barbarous Turkish 
rule. 


There is one railroad running out of 


Constantinople which might be valuable 
property, but 33 the people who built 
it were paid a subsidy of so much a 
mile they mau?. the road twist about 
like a cat chasing its tail, until it is 
about three-times as long as necessary, 
and just as much more expensive for 
freight and passengers. 


Constantinople, 
with 
its 
suburbs, 


which are really .in integral part of it, 
is about two-thirds as large as Chicago. 
But it resembles 
Chicago 
in almost 


nothing except its opportunities. Both 
cities are at the center of great land 
surfaces and contiguous t'o inland seas. 


There are some people who predict 


that 100 ye»rs after the Turk has re- 
tired from Europe, Constantinople will 
be the first and Chicago the second city 
in the world. 


The possibilities 
of Constantinople 


are chiefly found in a list of things 
she has not jot. To begin with, elec- 


tricity was an almost unknown force 
in Turkey when I was there a few 
years ago. There were a few telegraph 
lines, but the censorship was EO severe 
that nobody used 
them unless they 


could not help it. 
There was no tele'- 


phone whatever, and only two build- 
ings in the whole of Turkey had electric 
light. 
• 
• 
• 


There were no electric cars, and for 


the matter of that not a decent road 
for aniy vehicle. The streets are so 
rough that the usual way of convey- 
ing goods is by pack trains of horses 
and mules. 


Once a year the sultan goes to a 


particular mosque, and a street lead- 
ing from the Yildiz Kiosk to the mosque 
is then paved and put in fine condi- 
tion. 


The city is divided in almost two 


equal parts by the Golden Horn, a nar- 
row inlet from the Bosphorus. 
Over 


this are two narrow bridges T>uilt fifty 
years ago which have r.ow become so 
rickety that they threaten to collapse 
at any moment. The roadway is of 


rough planks which are usually not even 
nailed down. 


The sultan collects toll for every 


person and every vehicle which crosses 
the bridge, and in this way takes in 
about 81,500 a day for each bridge, but 
still there is never money enough to 
even nail down a plank. 


In the foreign quarters • there are a 


few fairly good stores, but the great 
bulk of trading is conducted from tiny 
little shops which arc not much more 
than holes in the street walls. 


Yet the people 
arc not especially 


poor, and the trade of the city reaches 
a very large total. 


The Turk presents n curious spec- 


tacle of arrested 
racial 
development. 


Except for a few trimmings supplied him 
against his will by foreigners, he. is 
just where he was in the year 1600. 
He absolutely 
lacks modern capacity 


for business, whether in his own af- 
fairs or in the management of his coun- 
try. 
Economically he is a child half 


way back to the stone age. Were he 
not a first class lighting man he would 


have been crowded out of Europe a 
century ago. No better monument could 
be found to -bis general inefficiency than 
this city of Constantinople. 


Almost every 
article of daily use 


comes from English and German manu- 
facturers. 
The bazars 
of 
Ptamboul, 


Turkish name for the city of Constan- 
tinople, are full of foreign pots, kettles, 
cloth and furniture. 
Rugs are about 


the only article still made in the Otto- 
man empire.

Politics Much Join in 


Campaign. 


SAYS PROF. 
DEVINE 


Xew York. ..ov. 4.— Prof. Edward T. 


Devine, of Columbia university, lectur- 
ing at the institution, said that the av- 
erage American citizen do« not take the 
interest he should in the question of 
the elimination of poverty, because our 
poor classes are different in race and 
color from the most of us. "In the 
north," he explained, "the poor classes 
are composed of the recent immigrants, 
who have not yet been able to make a 
living or who have failed to succeed in 
the new country, and in the south they 
are our negro, brethren. 


'Obviously, we shall not put an end 


to poverty by 
legislation," 
he said. 


Much legislation is necessary, but no 
change ia taxation or in the' degree or 
method of state control 
can ever go 


wholly to the root of the trouble. 


"What I propose is, first, that in this 


campaign against 
poverty we should 


take complete possession of the educa- 
tional institutions. The universities and 
colleges are already, to some extent, in 
our camp. There is little difference of 
opinion upon this subject among econ- 
omists, sociologists and philosophers. 


"I maintain, second, that this cause 


must recapture the churches. If there 
is any one touchstone of true religion, 
any one winnowing fan by which re- 
ligious men are to be separated from 
irreligious and skeptical men, it is that 
which the Hebrew 
prophets and the 


Christian fathers so constantly insisted 
upon — mainly, our attitude, both of sym- 
pathy and of action, toward human dis- 
tress and oppression. 


"The great general of the Salvation 


Army, who laid down the sword a short 
;ime ago, may have been an autocrat 
and a crude theologian. He may have 
xploited a philanthropy which is obso- 
ete, but he 
knew 
poverty, and he 


taught us' more about its nature than 
any other man of his time. 


"As a third feature, we much to some 


extent go into politics. 
Thirty years 


ago the old Emperor 
William, Bis- 


marck and the university men who 
were their advisors, entered upon that 
scheme of social legislation which, along 
with her fiscal policy, her technical and 
commercial education and her business 
enterprise, 
brought Germany from a 


backward place to the foremost indus- 
trial position in Europe."

The next best sort of a disease 
to pick out is a nervous ailment, for 
"nerves" kill on the average in the fii 
tieth year of life. 


The tuberculous diseases take off their 


victims at' the average age of thirty- 
four years, but tuberculosis of the lungs 
has a lower death age, its victims gen- 
erally dying when about 
thirty-three 


years old.

Prophets Always Disappointed. 


"It is the habit of pessimistic proph- 


ets to predict that our government 
will soon come to an end," said the 
cardinal, "and that it is already in the 
throes of dissolution, and the disaster 
is sure to occur if their favorite candi- 
date is defeated. 
Thi-ee prophecies are 


usually more frequent on the eve of a 
presidential election. I have been list- 
ening to these dire prognostications for 
over half a century.
